Orbiting 
Said Near 
Perfect 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Pie. 
(UPI) - The United State* 
*hot a camera-bearing Tiro* II 
weather satellite into a near 
perfect orbit today and Ú be­ 
gan sending back pictures of 
die earth’s cloud cover as a 
fore-runner of weather fore­ 
casting from space stations. 
The first Tiro* satellite, sent up 
last April, found * tornado and a 
hurricane, and today’s more so­ 
phisticated vehicle was expected 
to do even better although both 
are experimental devices. 


THE SATELLITE 
sent 
right 
blanks after its first pees because 
H was tipped at an angle when 
tfie photographs were taken. The 
second time around it sent pic­ 
tures of cloud patterns over the 
Dakota* and the Northern Plains 
area. Tha satellite still was some­ 
what tipped whan these pictures 
were taken but it was expected 
to straighten itself out later by 
moans af stab ilise rockets. 
Tha first pictures were taken 
by the smaller of the 288-pound 
S 
teUite’s two television cameras, 
ill to be tested was its larger, 
widwangle lens camera end infra­ 
red sensors which are to be used 
when the portion of the earth 
being photographed is dark. 


A THOR • DELTA rocket car­ 
ried the satellite to America's 
14th space success of the year. A 
Transit III, a 
navigation • aid 
satellite, was poised on a nearby 
pad for an attempt at No. 15 next 
week. 
The Federal Space Agency said 
initial calculations showed Tiros 
II was traveling 
around 
earth 
once every 96 minutes. It hit an 
almost precisely 
circular 
orbit 
earring it 435 miles into space 
at its furthest point and 415 miles 
at its farthest approach to earth. 


THIS WAS VERY close to th e 
orbit scientists had hoped for. 
Tiros’ TV “eyes'' 
and 
seven 
infrared detectors were designed 
to photograph and map weather 
3,800 miles north and south of the 
equator. Twenty one nations, in­ 
cluding Russia, were invited to 
i the satellite's knowledge.

An Historical Battle Is Looming 


WASHINGTON. D. C. -T here 
fs nothing 
sacred 
about 
the 
House Rules Committee and the 
Congressional seniority system 
unless you feel that men and 
institutions gain some reverence 
through long, honorable service. 
The somewhat deflated apos- 
ties of th e Liberal Revolution, 
although signally failing to stam­ 
pede the country in the recent 
elections, are determined to de­ 
molish these two stalwart pil­ 
lars of our republican form of 
government It should be quite 
a fight 


THE HOUSE RULES Com­ 
mittee began with the First Con­ 
gress in 1719. Its membership 
climbed from five to 14 in 1935 
(when it was packed by the 
New Deal) and is now at 12- 
eight Democrats and four Re­ 
publicana. The committee was 
thought necessary 
because 
of 
the House’s unwieldy size; the 
tendency of Congressmen to talk 
too much and to run in and 
out of the chamber on roll-calls 
and quorum tolls; the plain re­ 
quirement of this revenue-rais­ 
ing half of Congress to get its 
business dons. 
Many 
Speakers 
exercised 
"czarist” authority - Clay. Reed 
Cannon, Longworth — and the 
Rules Committee at first was 
an instrument of the Speaker. 
Later, after many tussles for 
power, it became an instrument 
of the majority of the House. 
In 1939 during a revolt against 
the Roosevalt regime. Rules be­ 
came (and has remained) the 
instrument of a conservation co­ 
alition. Its practical purpose has 
been to make the House stop 
and think befora doing anything 
too rash. 


FDR PURGED 
one of its 
members.' John O'Connor of N*w 
York, and tried to purge the 
redoubtable Howard (“Judge”) 
Smith of Virginia. 
But 
Rules 
survived many attempts upon its 
life down to last August, when 
a clique of 100 liberal members, 
known as the Democratic Study 
Group, laid out an assassination 
plan to be perpetrated this com­ 
ing January, fMeanwhile, four 
of the six ringVaders were de­ 
feated for reelection.) 
The salient points were that 
the committee be increased from 
12 to 15 (that is. packed), that 
a tie vote should be reagarded 
as a majority (violating the clas­ 
sical structure of parliamentary 
order), that a bill or resolution 
after 21 days in committee may 
be brought to the House floor 
by motion (a method used in 
the 81st Congress and discard­ 
ed). 


IN ADDITION, 
the liberals 
have discovered a target of op­ 
portunity in Rep. William Col- 
mer (D;. Miss.), who supported 
the successful Unpledged Elec­ 
tors slate of his State. In argu­ 
ing that Colmer must be pun­ 
ished f o r committing Demo­ 
cratic disloyalty, the liberals are 
embarrassed by a precedent. 
In 1956, Rep. Adam 
Clayton 
Powell (D., N. Y ). bolted his 
party for Mr. Eisenhower. Po­ 
well, a Negro, was not punish­ 
ed. He retained his number two 
position on the Labor-Education 
Committee, of which he becomes 
chairman in 
January.

It shall be unlawful 
for any person to shoot or dis­ 
charge any firearms, or air gun 
of any type whatsoever, within 
two hundred (300) yards of ar.y 
building, bouse or place occupied 
as a dwelling without the con­ 
sent of the occupant thereof in 
writing and 
bearing date not 
more than thirty (30) days prior 
thereto . . 
Penalty i s '! » fine or 90 days 


imprisonment or both. Observ­ 
ance of this law will save lives, 
prevent injuries 
and properly 
damage.—Joe W. Rice. Sheriff, 
Riversida County. 
Parents who have bought or 
are contemplating buying an air 
gun for their child, or permit 
him to borrow an air gun from 
another child, are urged to ac­ 
cept their responsibility to see 
that the child uses his gun on 
authorised property with proper 
training a n d under adequate 
adult supervision. 
Permitting a child to fire the 
gun under improper conditions 
is not only unlawful for the par­ 
en but teaches the child a dis­ 
respect for the law.

Twice in less than a month the 
United States has felt compelled 
to demonstrate for the Fidel Cas­ 
tro government the s p e e d and 
strength of its striking power in 
the Caribbean. 
In late October, with a mini­ 
mum of advance notice, it landed 
1,200 Marines at the U. S. naval 
base at Guantanamo on Cuba’s 
eastern tip for what officially was 
described as a weekend of rest 
and recuperation. 


AS A SHOW OF FORCE, its sig­ 
nificance was not lost on the Cu­ 
bans. 
On Nov. 17. the U nited States 
responded speedily to a call for 
help from Guatemala and Nica­ 
ragua. dispatching an a i r c r a f t 
carrier and destroyers to Central 
American waters with orders to 
"seek out and prevent” any inter­ 
vention by Communist-led forces 
in the internal affairs of the two 
countries.
